ANTI~FOREIGN RIOTS IN CHINA. 


Missjonaries [Attnoked and A Presby- 
tering Church Looted, 


San Fraxcrsco, Aug, 1.—Advices from 
Hong Kong aay it appears that the recent 
murderous attack upon two female mission- 
rica at Honam was but the prelade of far 
more serious disturbances throughout 
South China, Iilfeeling, engendered over 
the treatment of plague patioute in Hong 
Kong, has been taken advantage of by anti- 
foreign agitators to incite the igoorant and 
illiterate classes of Chinese agsinat all 
Enropeans, Unless strong measur 18 
adopted by foreign Ministers at Pokin it iw 
not unlikely many lives will be lost and the 
progress of foreign trade with Chioa seri- 
ously interfered with. 

A correspondent of The Chinese Mail 
writes from Tang Kun that on June 20 the 
American Presbyterian Church at Shoek- 
lung was demolished by a moby and a per- 
son, whothor a foreigner or a native is not 
yet ascortained, Was killed.

JAPAN FIRED WITHOUT WARNING 


Col. Yon Hannekin of the Kow-Shung Tells 


Mis Version of the Sinking, 


Shanghai,Aug.7,—Lettera received here 
from Colonel You Hannekin, former aide- 
de-camp to the Chinese Viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang, confirm the report of the insubor- 
ination of the Chineso troops aboard the 
transport Kow-Shung, It is bolieved here 
that the affidavita made by Capt. Gals- 
worthy and chief officer, together with 
Tamplin, of the Kow-Shong, were signed 
under compulsion, Captain Galaworthy 
and his companions were taken from 
Chemulpo to Sasebo on July 29 and were 


releaved on August 4, 


Col. Von Hannekin has forwarded the 
following statement at the request of the 


Indo-China Company : 


The Japanese crujecr Naniwa, doring 
the morn'ng of July 26, ordered the Kow- 
Shung to anchor. She obeyed and some 
Japanvese officers boarded her and  ex- 


amined the ship's papers. 


They were quite satisfied that she was 
o British steamer, but they ordered the 
Kow-Shung to follow the Naniwa to 


Japan. 


Capt. Golaworthy of the Kow-Shung de- 
clited on the ground tbat the Chincae 
troops on board the transport would not 
permit him to do so, The captain then 
asked for permission to return direct to 
Taku, from which port he bad cleared in 
time of pence, The Japanese did not re- 
ply and hoisted a signal notifying ua to 


leave the steamer immediately. 


Capt. Galsworthy also declined to do 
this, as the Chinese troops would not per- 
mit him. Then the Naniwa, without any 
further warning, discharged a torpedo at 
us and opened fire upon ut with her guns. 
The Kow-Shung sank about 30 minutes 


after the torpedo exploded at her. 


While swimming I saw a Japanese boat 
lowered, heavily armed, which fired into 
the Kow-Shung . The Chinese fired their 
rifles at the Naniwa, at the swimming 
men and also at their own countrymen 
on board with the view that all should 


perish,

MURDERED BY INGENDIARISM. 
Inquest on the Bodies of the Two Victinws 
of the Chatham Pire, 

Chatham, Aug. 7.—At. the coroner's In- 
quest to inquire into the death of Eliza 
Gant and Samuel Thompson, the jury 
rendered the following verdict ; 

Thot Eliza Gant and Samuel Thompwon 
came to their th by the burnisg ‘ol the 
house of Spencer Curtia, Township of 
Chatham Sunday morning, Aug. 5, 
and that evidence points to the origin of 
the fire as that of an incendiary, that 
it would be advisable for the officers of 
the law to take steps for the apprehend. 
ing and punishing of the guilty parties, 
and that no blame attaches to the Curtis 
family for the death of the children, 
they having exerted all means in their 
power to save them. 

A reward of $100 has been offered for 
tho arrest of the incendiary.

In the Roman army there wasa “sry 
highly-developod sys.eni of military el. 
sigus, which, just as among modern na- 
tious, were regarded not merely as a 
rallying point for a given body of men, 
but as an emblom of the state, and wers 
therefore surrounded with a venerition 
which degenerated into idolatry. From 
a tactical point of view the Roinan su: 
dards were of more importance than the 
flug ut the present day, for the move- 
ments of the troops were entirely regu. 
lated by them, 

According as they were raised and car- 
ried forward, planted in the ground, or 
turned toward the reur, in obedivnce to 
the sounds of the horns-of the “corn 
ciues," the army broke up its 
cunp aud murcied, or retreated 
aud halted, In the camp the 
standards were planted bofore the gen 
eral’s tent, which their preseace 
sanctified the spot as though it were a 
temple, aud rendered it « safe deposi- 
tory for the booty collected by the 
legion, It was to the standards tho 
soldiers swore allegiance, and the first 
step of a pretender who sought to be-

THE NEW INFANTRY SCHOOL 


Ald Ponton Offors « Froo Sito for it if 
Looated at Bell villo 

The Dominion Governinent is about to 
establish another infantry school, which 
has been rendered necessary by the in- 
crease in the strength of the pesmainent 
force. The question of location is still 
undecided, Hamilton is making an effort 
to get it, but as there is a imilar institu- 
tion at London, 60 miles away, and one at 
Toronto, 40 miles distant, itis notat all 
likely another will be established at 
Hamilton, Itis the policy of the govern- 
ment to distribute these schools around as 
much as possible in order to afford in- 
struction to officers of corps within the 
district. ‘There is no such school as this 
eastof Toronto, the Military school at 
Kingston being of a difleront class and 
established for a different purpose. Belle- 
ville, therefore, isthe most ec ntral and 


certainly tho best lucation for 
such an instivution. Perceiv- 
ing this fact Ald. Ponton, with 


his usual toresight and patrioti: regard 
for the interests of Belleville, has acdress- 
ed the following communication to Mr. 
Corby, M. P., and to Mayor Walmley; 
“T notice that it has been decided by the 
Dominion Government to inciease the 
strength of the permanent force and to 
establish a naw Infantry School in Canada. 
I believe that Belleville woula be a most 
favorable and central location for such a 
school and in order to strengthen your 
handin advocating Belleville’s claims 1 
offer you a free site of four acres in West 
Belloville, where the cavalry last camp- 
ed, or three acres oo the Cricket field in 
Foster ward, East. Belleville, for the pur- 
fee ofthe proposed Infantry School or 

arracks.” The offor is a most liberal one 
and it isto bs hoped it will be accepted, 
Such a school, with at’ least one hundred 
mea constantly located there would be an 
important acquisition to the city, Here 
is a chance for Mr. Corby, whois alroady 
in communication with the government 
about the matver, to rally the chiefs of his 
boasted six nations to the effective adv)- 
cacy of the claims of Belleville, since such 
aschool here would groatly benefit all the 
surrounding district also.

“The Rebel Queen,” by Walter Besan’, 
is one of those delightfal books of whim 
no one over wearies, coataining as it does 
high moral leasons inculcated in a rarely 
excellent literary form.

Pree Sugar Will Rain New Orleans. 

New Orleans, La., Aug. 16.—The 8~ 
ge of the Tariff bill has thrown o dam- 
per on commercial dealings in New Or- 
leans. At least two-thirds of the city’s 
population look to the sugar industry, 
directly or indirectly, for support, and 
any legislation that is unfavorable to 
sugar has a decidedly bad effect on all 
other commerce out of sympathy for 
Louisiana’s principal product, The Sugar 
Exchange yesterday wae in a turmoil, 
the members declaring the industry, 
would be riuned by the adverse legiela- 
tion, Free sugar will close down 19 
out of 20 sugar plantations in this 
State, and New Orleans will practically 
die a commercial death. Great hopes 
are entertained by New Orleans wer- 
chants that the four sugar amendments 
will not become @ law, and many still 
cling to a forlorn hope that the bounty 
of the crop of 1894 will be paid, but a 
majority bave given up all hope of get- 
ting even a fractional part of this year’s

But in tho 
tarly part of this sermon I wikh to ad- 
mit that some of the best Christians that 
have ever lived have committed — self- 
destruction, but always in dementia, and 
not responsible, I have no more doubt 
about their eternal felicity than I have of 
the Christian who dies in his bed in the 
delirium of typhoid fever. While the 
shock of the catastrophe ix very great, I 
charge all those who have had Christian 
Irieuds under cerebral aberration step off 
the boundarics of this life, to haye no 
doubt about their happiness. Tho dear 
Lord took them right out of their dazed 
nnd frenzied state into perfect safety. 
How Christ feels towards tho insane you 
may know from the kind way he treated 
the demoniac of Gadora and the child 
lunatic, and the potency with which he 
hushed the tempests cither of sea or 
brain. 

Scotland, the land prolific of intellec- 
tual giants, bad none grander than 
Hugh Miller. Great for science and great 
for God. He camo of the best Highland 
blood and he was a descendant of Donald 
Roy, & man eminent for bis piety and the 
tare gift of second sight. His attain- 
ments, climbing up ay ho did from tho 
quarry and the wall of the stonemason, 
drew forth the astonished admiration 
of Buckland and Murchison, the  scien- 
tists, and Dr .Chalmers, the theologian, 
and held universities spellbound while he 
told them the atory of what he had seen

That man did more than any being 
that ever lived to show that the God of 
tho hills fs the God of the Bible, and he 
struck his tuning-fork on the rocks of 
Cromarty until he brought geology and 
theology nccordant in divine worship. 
His two books, entitled »otprints of 
the Creator” and the “Testimony of tho 
Kocks,”’ proclaimed the banns of an ever- 
lasting marriage between genuine science 
and revelation. On this latter book he 
toiled day and night through love of na- 
ture and love of God, until he could not 
sleep and his brain gave way, and he was 
found dead with a revolver by his side, 
the crnel instrument having had two 
Dullets—one for him and the other for 
the gunsmith who at the coroner's in- 
quest was oxamining it and fell dead, 
Have you any doubt of tho beautification 
of Hugh Miller, after his hot brain lad 
ceased throbbing that winter night in 
his study at Portobello?

Berlin, Aug. 18,—Tho Lokal Anseiger 
nsserts that infernal machines were dis- 
covered in the domiciles of many Anar- 
thists who have been orrested in this 
elty recently. The police believe this 
indicates that a series of outrages, to 
be perpetrated simultancously, was in- 
tended. 

All day the police hore made domicili- 
ry searches on the strength of informa- 
tion obtained through the arrest of the 
14 Anarchists on Wednesday. ‘The re- 
sults were boyoud expectations. Mavy 
letters, proving conclusively the intimate 
relations, if not the co-operation of 
Berlin ond Paris Anarchists, were seized 
and much Anarchist literature was do- 
stroyed or confiscated, Bombs, loaded 


and ready for immediate use, were found | 


in the rooms of a widow named Werner. 

Among other papers seized by the po- 
lice is a liet of Anarchists living in Ger- 
many. Most of the persons mentioned 
are known to the police. There are 
20 Anarchista in prison in this city.

The Declaration of War. 

Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 18.—The Steam- 
ship Empress of Japan, which arrived 
yesterday, loft Yokohama on the 5th 
inst., two daya after Japan had declar- 
ed war against China. The following is 
the substance of the declaration: We, 
by, the Grace of Heaven, Emperor of Ja- 
pan, setticd on a throne occupied by the 
same dynasty from time immemorial, do 
hereby make proclamation to all our 
loyal and brave subjecta as follows: We 
hereby declare war against China, and 
we command each and oll of our com- 
petent authoritios, in obedience to our 
wish, and with a view to the attain- 
ment of the national aim, to carry hos- 
tilities by sea and land ogainst China, 
with all the means at their disposal con~ 
sistently with the Jaw of nations.”

Coal tar, formerly considered a waste 
and a regular nuisance to gasworkers, is 
nsw utilized as one of the most valuable 
color proaucers. Chemists have oxtract 
ed from it sixteen shades of blue, the same 
number of various tints of yellow, twelve 
of orange, nine of vivlet, besides numerous 
other collors, shades and tints. A late 
magazine writer in summoning up an 
article on ‘'Useu of Coal Tar,” says: ‘The 
amount of coloring matter stored in coal is 
so great that one pound of the common 
bituminous variety will yield sudicient 
magenta to cover 600 yards of flinnel, 
aurine for 120 yards, vermilion for 2,660 
yards, and alizarine for 255 yards of tur- 
key red cloth.

The Shonghai correspondent of The 
Times telegraphs: General Yio, command- 
er of the Foug Tien division telegraphs 
that on Friday the Chinese attasked the 
Japanese at Ping-Yang, and drove them 
with heavy loss to Chuogho, a distance 
of 1Luniles, The Chineso re--attacked on 
Saturday and drove them out of Chung- 
ho. The Japanese lossea were gain 
heavy, Chaungho is now in the hands of 
the Chinese, It is expected that another 
kreat battle will be fought to-day. Tho 
Chinese had every evacuate!

Teclining against a huge beach tree, 
one hand clasping @ small atick, while 
the other rested upon one knee, hia head 
slightly bowed, hia hat lying beside him 
ond an empty soda water bottle at bis 
feot Macdonald was found by William 
Waitos, 8 Olive-avenue. Thin bottle had 
evidently contained the poison with 
which ho ended hia lite. 

Waites and hia wife bad been spending 
the afternoon in the shade of the large 
troes in the cricket grounds, Towards 
evening Waites’ wife called hie attou- 
tion to a man aitting vory still at tho 
foot of a tree, Waites paid no attention 
to him at the timo, but an hour later, 
seoing the man atill in the same pori- 
tion Waites walked over and found Mac- 
donald a corpse, P. C. Page waa noti- 
fied, and be in turp notified Coroner 
Johnson. 

When the coroner arrived the body was 
searched, The pockets contained a kulfe, 
4 puree in which was sone dollar bill, 
and six Canadian cents, and a large 
leather pocketbook with oa number of 
papers nnd several letters. Ono of the 
letters was addressed to his wife, Mra. 
M. L. Macdonald, telling her of his de- 
cision to end bis life aud arranging in 
detail for the transaction of all his 
business, 

The letter to hia wile, which waa quite 
lengthy, was written in o straggling 
hand, and enciowed in an envelopy and 
addressed to Mr. James Brimstin, 860 
Yongeo-street, who is an intinate friend 
of the McDonald family. The letter had 
evidently been written on Sunday, and 
the envelope securely sealed, Wher the 
poison token on Monday failed to perform 
the work expected McDonald had re-opr 


tened the envelope to read once more the 


farewoll lines. The letter began thus: 
» My Dorling Wife: . 

Tam sick ot hoart, mind end body. I 
Am almont distracted at our porition. When 
I think of haying to place you in roome 
In some old shanty in 6 back — atroet 
it almost driv Your chooring 
and encouraging words has kept mo up for 
« long time. You aro one of the moat af- 
fectionate wives ® man could have, and 
have done all you could to help and 
courage me. I feel I am mentally unfit 
to do any more canvassing. I believe 
you have noti ft, but I have kept it 
from strangers. I am eure that in a short 
time I would have to go to the asylum. I 
now feel like it, 

Then followed minute and detailed 
directions as to the disposal of what 
little effects he possessed. He requests 
his funeral to be of a modest character, 
costing no more than $30, and uo more 
than two cabs to be hired. He wishes 
to be laid beside “ little Doty " in Brace- 
bridge. His wile is advised to nell the 
houschold furniture, pay off the chattel 
mortgage of $60, and the months’ rental 
of $20, and deposit the balance in the 
bank, together with the insurance duc 
her at his death. Wher all is settled he 
advises her to go to live with George, 
evidently her brother living in Ulby, 
Huron County, Michigan. 

After wishing to be remembered to all 
the girls the letter closes with these 
words ; 

Glyve my kind regards to all enquiring 
frionds. I know they will gather round 
you and comfort you In thie your greatest 
hour of need. I have nothing more that I 
can bear up to aay. May God bless you 
and comfort you, and prosper you all your

FOUND IN HIS ROOM THIS MORNING 
WIT LIFH EXTINOT 


Skoteh of His Life and Oareer and Hts 
Amino, t Public Sor vice 


Toronro,Ont,, Aug 24th —(Special)— 
Hon C. Fy Fraser was jound dead in bis 
room this morming. 

The above despatch will be read with 
universal feelings of rogret throughout 
Ontario, for by his death this province bas 
lost one of its noblest and ablest public 
mon—a man who served bis country taith- 
fully and well. 

‘The decoas d was born ia Brockville in 
1839. His parents were poor and he had 
to make his own way io the world. By porac- 
voring efforts he acquired a good education 
and entered in the study of law and was 
called tothe bar in 1866, In 1871 he 
was first elected to the Legislature, but 
his election was pretosted and the case 
tried by Mr. Mowat who waa then on the 
bonch as vce-chancell r, Mr, Mowat 


vive judgment unseating him 
t tivo Afterwards ro-olected, 


after a 
trial of two weeks. 

it was rather a remarkable coincidence 

that he entered the House tho same year 

as Mr. Mowat, and w thin a year became 
‘a member of bis government as Provincial 
Seorctary and Registrar. In 1874 he bo- 
came Commissioner of Public Works, His 
great abilities were at once recogniz:d in 
the Logislature, and he tooka command- 
ing place from the first. Mr. Fraser was 
ready, brilliant and powerful in debate, 
whether the queation was an oldoneor one 
sprung upon bim, and he was a man with 
whem the opponents never cared to trifle. 

Mr, Fraser's great abiities as a constitu. 

tional lawyer received recognition when 

he was selected by Sir Oliver Mowat liom 

his cabinet to present Ontario's case be+ 

fore the Privy Council in England againot 
I tho McCarthy Liquor Act. rid hes 

As a legislator nohas been distinguished 
by the broad and liberal character of the 
measures he has brought forward. He 
originated, prepared and successfully car- 
ried through the Act givng tho right of 
suflrage to farmera’ sons, which was virtu- 
ally a manhood franchise act a d alters 
wards became the basis of thatact. His 
humanitarian instincts are illustrated by 
such | gielation as the Factories Act, an 
acttomuke provision for the safety of 
railway «mployees and other workmen, 
and the Empl .yers’ Liability Act. 

In the conduct of the important depart 
meut of goverament Mr, Fraser was 
charged with for neayly twenty years ho 
displayed administrative talents of a high 
order and proved himself a most capable 
public offi.ial, DThecare and atieotion 
devoted to the erection of public insti- 
tutions throughout the Province and to 
the building «n1 details of tho noble pile 
in thy Queen's Park, Toronto, for the use 
of the Legislative Assembly and public 
cflices of Oatar.o, prove Mr, Fraser to 
have b en the right mas for the respon- 
sible position he has held for so many 
years. Ia Fubruary last, owing to ill» 
health, he res goed, and our rouders yet 
remember the pachetic scene in the house 
when twico he rssay d to speak on an 
important subject and twice his strength 
failed bim. 

In 1876 Mr, Fraser was created a 
Queen's Counsel, His wife wus formerly 
Miss Lafayette, of Brockville, 

On his retirement he wis appointed to 
the position cf mspector of Registry 
Offices, but bad scarcely entered on. his 
now duties when he was struck with death, 

Toronto, Aug, 24,—At 2 o'clock this 
morning Mr. Fraser and De Chamberlain, 
Inspector of Prisons Asylums and Hosp!- 
tals for Oatario returned to the city after 
an absence of a month to their “summer 
residency” ard itis culled, a ttending to 
their duties. Mr. Fraser looking aft r the 
Registry Offices, and the doctor after his 
charges, At the statin Mr, Fraser com- 
Pane of boing tired aod Dr, Chambor- 
ain accompanied him as far as the par- 
liament buildings, At six o'clok the 
night watchman took the morning paprrs 
to Mr, Frasei’s room according to his 
usual custom, He found the door closed 
bu’ the gis was burping brightly, 

Not hearing avy one moving inside he 
entered andtound the exsminieter lying 
dead in the lavatory oe pints his room, 
He bad not retire d. Hie coat and v-at 
wore lying on the bed and it was evident 
that death had taken place not long after 
he had arriv d home. A medical exami- 
nation showed that death was due to tha 
fiilure of the heart to perform itsfunctions 
properly,

Abhormal Eggs. 


Tie production of one egg within an- 
other, occasioually reported as a curios- 
ity, is very simple, according to Mr. W. 
B, Tegetmeier. It ocours in domestic 
poultry from over-stimulation of the 
system by over-feeding, The ovum, or 
yolk, when mature, is received into the 
upper part of the oviduct—a tube near- 
ly two feet in length in the domestic 
fowl—and in its descent is clothed suc- 
cessively with the layers of albumen or

A LIBERAL LIGHT GONE OUT. 


Death of D. MacDow 
Waterloo, Reform Orator and Journalist, 


Berlin, Out., ug. 25.—D. McDougall, 
Ex-Registra® for the County of Waterloo, 
died at his residence this evening of val- 
vular disense Of the heart. 

Mr. MacDougall was 70 years of aze. 
His father came to Cauada with a large 
family of 183 sous and two daughters, 
ond engaged in business in Toronto, 
where young MacDougall was educated, 
His first situation was in the publishing 
house of Rowsell & Thompson. Later he 
published The Canadian Family Herald, 
He became anmuctive Reform politician, 
and was largely instrumental in getting 
up influential deputations and petitions 
to Lord Elgin in support of the ebellion 
Losses bill, When William Lyon Mac- 
kenrie returned from exile and was be- 
sioged by on angry mob at Mr, John 
Maclutosh's house in Toronto, he was one 
of those who assisted the old Liberal 
leader and some of his relatives in effect- 
ing their escape through the crowd of 
rioters in Youge-street. Mr. MacDougall 
waa all his life a Liberal journalist and 
was for many years a powerful speaker 
for the Reform party in different parta 
of the province. He contributed to The 
Globe iu its earlier years, was editorial- 
ted with The Hamilton Journal 
and also with The Hamil- 
aod was editor and joint 
pub- 
lished at Belleville, ond subsequentiyl 
editor of The Kent Advertiser, published 
ot Chatham. 

In 1856 he removed to Berlin, where 
he became proprietor and editor of The 
Berlin Telegraph and German Canadian, 
the latter being tho first German Liberal 
newspaper published in Canada, 

In 1864 he was appointed Registrar of 
Waterloo by the Sandfield Macdonald 
Government, although politically dpposed 
to that administration. He fille the 
pffice of registrar until about three years 
azo, when ho resigned, 

In 1875 Mr. MacDouzall was one of 
the commissioners to represent Canada 
at the Philadelphia International Exhi- 
bition.

‘The forts, however, are of exceptional 
strength, and their position is such as to 
rendér them practically impregnable from 
the sea, The Japanese therefore appear 
to be following the example of the allied 
English ond French forces in 1860, who 
landod their forces at Poh-Taong, a vil- 
Jage lying a few miles north of Taku, 
and thus were able to capture the strong: 
hold which had been attacked in vain 
with gunboats th eyear before. If the 
news of the landing of troops near Taku 
is correct, the Japanese evidently intend 
to do, if they can, what the Anglo- 
French allies did 34 years before—reduce 
the forts by ossailing them in the rear, 
and then march vietoriously on Pekin. 

In landing o large force at the Yalu 
River, Japan ia executing a very clever 
and daring maneuvre. Her object clear- 
ly ia to cut off the Chinese army now in 
Coren from ite base in Manchuria, Not 
only will the Chinese be thus caught be- 
tween two flres, but they will suffer from 
the lack of supplies, Corea, and especi- 
ally Northern Core , affords very scanty |

resources for the maintenance of an army, 
At the beat of times it is a poor country, 
but at present it is in particular distress. 
For the last two seasons the harvest haa 
been a failure and the peasants are in 
dire want. 

It will be seen, therefore, that to inter- 
cept the supplies coming to the Chinese 
army across the border from Manchuria 
will’ be to. expose it to all the horrors of 
famine, The Japanese are more favor- 
ably situated, for their fleets apparently 
hold the entrances to thefa-tong and 
Yalu Rivers. and will thus be able to fur- 
nish both the Japanese armies now in 
Corea with tho necessary, supplies for 
carrying on the campaign.
